Students  Quiz  Leaders 
During  Sounding  Board 

Questions  ranged  all  the  way  from  nuclear  research  to 
why  the  library  is  so  hot  during  Tuesday’s  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents’ sounding  board  when  students  challenged  adminis- 
tration officials  on  their  particular  gripes. 

On  the  receiving  end  of  the  questions  were  members 
of  the  administrative  council,  including  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson ; and  studentbody  officers. 

Most  serious  question  presented  was  by  Gordon  Augu- 
son,  a graduate  student  in  physics,  who  told  officials  that 
it  would  be  impossible  for  some  graduate  students  to  com- 
plete their  doctorate  requirements  on  time  because  the  uni- 
versity was  not  offering  required  courses  in  the  right  se- 
quences. He  said  because  of  this  they  would  be  required  to 
attend  school  an  extra  year. 

His  question  prompted  action  from  Presidents  Wilkin- 
son and  Earl  C.  Crockett,  who  promised  to  investigate  the 
I situation.  Auguson  and  other  physics  students  met  with 
I officials  afterwards  to  discuss  their  problem. 

I George  Skyles,  graduate  student,  asked  why  devotionals 
' aren’t  always  devotional  any  longer,  and  said  students  hadn’t 
had  one  good  devotional  this  semester. 

In  reply.  President  Wilkinson  agreed  with  him  that 
'there  should  be  a devotional  every  week  that  is  possible. 
Officials  also  pointed  out  that  unforseen  difficulties  often 
cause  speakers  to  cancel. 

“We  need  a list  of  good  speakers  in  the  area  who  could 
fill  in  at  our  devotionals  if  needed,”  Wilkinson  said, 
j Other  problems  presented  to  the  administration  were: 

' — Conflicts  when  teachers  scheduled  activities  during 

Friday’s  student  assembly.  President  Wilkinson  replied  that 
this  is  against  administration  policy  and . would  be  investi- 
gated. 

— The  limited  space  given  some  student  organizations 
: at  registration  time  for  them  to  conduct  fund  drives  among 
I other  students.  Officials  replied  they  were  trying  out  new 
procedures  to  make  registration  easier,  and  that  further 
work  would  have  to  be  done  by  both  students  and  faculty  in 
this  area. 

— The  difficulty  of  purchasing  off-campus  without  a 

purchase  order.  ASBYU  finance  vice-president  Craig  Chris- 
tensen explained  procedures  here,  and  told  students  they 
could  get  more  information  from  his  office. 

—Overheating  in  some  buildings,  particularly  the  li- 
brary. President  Wilkinson  said  the  problem  would  be  taken 
care  of. 

—A  question  on  grade  changes  not  being  recorded  on 
the  official  Honor  Roll.  Officials  i>i’omised  to  help  students 
with  this  difficulty.

KASAVUBU,  president  of  the 
newly  formed  federation  of  Con- 
go states,  charged  last  night  that 
the  U.N.’s  decision  to  send  In- 
dian troop  reinforcements  con- 
stituted “unacceptable  interfer- 
ence” in  the  Congo’s  internal 
affairs. 

In  two  cables  to  Secretary 
General  Dag  Hammarskjold, 
Kasavubu  said  the  federation 
“energetically  rejects  the  send- 
ing of  troops  to  the  Congo  of 
countries  w'hose  sole  presence  is 
dangerous  to  the  peace  and  or- 
der achieved  at  the  Tananarive 
conference.” 

Kasavubu.  Katanga  president 
Moise  Tshombe  and  other  Congo- 
lese leaders  recently  completed 
a week-long  conference  on  the 
island  of  Madagascar  and  decid- 
ed to  set  up  a loose  confederation 
of  Congolese  states. 

CONGOLESE  leaders  were 
confident  that  the  federation 
would  restore  stability  and  bring 
peace  to  their  strife-torn  nation.

The  London  Daily  Mail  said 
the  new  Bible  was  published  ‘‘so 
that  God  can  talk  to  teenagers.” 

“BIBLE  READING  becomes 
easier  both  physically  and  men- 
tally when  it  can  be  done  in  the 
style  of  the  hour,”  said  the  Daily 
Telegraph. 

But  there  was  some  criticism, 
mainly  that  the  new  translation 
while  gaining  in  readability  over 
the  King  James  version  loses  in 
'literary  quality. 

The  Daily  Mirror,  Britain’s 
largest  daily  circulation  newspa- 
per, asked  in  a front  page  article 
whether  parents  would  teach 
their  children  the  newly-written 
version  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer:

THE.  RECORD  is  held  by 
Colorado  University  under  the 
reign  of  Frank  Potts.  Colorado 
won  the  crown  seven  years  run- 
ning from  1938  to  1947  with 
three  years  out  for  World  War  II, 
during  which  there  were  no 
, championships  held.  Colorado 
'also  won  the  crown  in  1937,  the 
last  year  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Athletic  Conference,  for  eight  in 
a row.  The  record  is  the  seven 
under  Potts  and  the  Skyline 
Conference. 


upset  the  Mountain  Cats  as  they 
have  a virtual  one-man  team  in 
sophomore  Adolph  Plummer, 
who  rates  as  one  of  the  nation’s 
best  in  the  440  yard  run  and  the 
220  yard  dash.  The  Lobos  also 
have  one  of  the  strongest  mile 
relay  teams  in  the  nation. 

COACH  ROBISON’S  men  can 
be  expected  to  take  the  high 
jump,  where  Ed  Costa  will  de- 
fend his  title,  and  possibly  pole 
vault,  mile  run  and  100  yard 


dash.  The  Cougars  will  also 
make  themselves  known  in  the 
hurdles,  the  broad  jump,  440, 
and  mile  relay. 

Individually  the  Cougar  will 
have  Alton  Thygerson  and  Larry 
Kelly  in  the  sprints,  Guy  DeHart 
in  the  440,  as  well  as  Dick  Hey- 
wood  in  the  440,  Larry  Schllape 
and  Glade  Nixon  in  the  broad 
jump,  and  Ray  Smith  and  Lo- 
renzo Griffeth  in  tlie  mile  and 
two-mile,  respectively. 


Brigham  Young  under  coach 
Clarence  Robison  has  won  the 
track  and  field  laurels  for  six 
1960.  The  attempt  for  the  sev- 
enth straight  will  probably  be 
the  stiffest  challenge  the  Robi- 
son men  have  faced. 

NEW  MEXICO  will  undoubt- 
edly be  the  Cougars’  strongest 
challenger  as  they  reportedly 
have  the  strongest  team  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  In  their 
first  dual  meet  they  swamped 
New  Mexico  Western,  120-15. 
They  came  in  second  in  a trian- 
gular meet  with  New  Mexico 
Western  and  Arizona  State  Uni- 
versity. Arizona  State  bolstered 
by  Mai  and  Mel  Spence,  Olympic 
competitors,  won  the  three  way 
meet  with  comparative  ease.
